His disposition was mild, and 
his talent for conciliating the esteem of the set- 
tlers, and adjusting any difficulties that might 
arise among them, uncommonly pleasant and 
influential. Mr. Wiltberger says, “ I might 
write sheet after sheet in expatiating on the va- 
lue of brother Winn in Africa, but he is gone w 
the realms of bliss.”

The people are 
as affectionate and harmonious as could be ex- 
pected. Mr. Wiltberger, who attributes the 
death of Mr. and Mrs. Winn not so much to the 
mortal influence of the fever by which aa were 
attacked, as to a mistake in their mode of treat- 
ing it, discovers much anxiety lest the decease 
of so many valuable perse s should discourage 
the friends of African colonization, He is him- 
self in as good spirits as could be expected, con- 
sidering his trials and responsibilities.
